While shippers <utr caning for freight 


cars it is worUi while looking at the 
figures to see how many there are to 
<lo the inland transportation of the 
country.

freight, baggage, mail and express cars 
of the United States number 1,750,000. 
In the la?t ten year^ 2iii.OflO cars have 


added, and 750,W>0 ears in 
the 


last twenty years. In 1SSO there were 
•only 544,185 cars, and in 1SSS there 
were 1,011,943. There has been an 
average increase of 23,000 freight cars 
during the last ten years, the increase 
being much higher untier the present 
state of great prosperity. 


While this seems to be a big aver 


age, even for the United States, it has. 
proportionately been much exceeded in 
Canada in the last few years. For < 
long time ihe Angus shops of the Can 
adian Pacific have been turning ou; 
freight cars at rates varying from 20 
to 24 a day, or more than 6,200 a year 
The Grand Trunk also has been^mak 
ing large additions io its freight car 
equipment, as well as the Canauiat 
Northern and-other lines, which wouli 
probably, between them, bring, the 
total up to not far from 12,000 cars a 
year for all the Canadian roads. 


This average unquestionably will be 


much increased in the future as the 
development of the west by the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and other 
lines ad 


vances.
